M. M. Harvie, speaking on be- 
half of the district superintend- 
ent of the Veterans' Land Act. 
said that enquiries received 
from the Newmarket district 
have not been nearly so fre- 
quent as those received from 
veterans in other areas. 

To qualify for one of the Vet- 
erans* Land Act homes such as 
have been built in Newmarket, 
the veteran must first satisfy the 
land act administrators that he 
will be able to finance it. The 
qualification involves a personal 
interview and provision of ref- 
erences as to employment, char- 
acter, and financial standing. 

The houses are allotted 'to 
qualified veterans on a basis of 
service, with first choice being 
granted to veterans who have 
served in a, combat zone, second 
choice to veterans who have 
served outside the western 
hemisphere but not in actual 
combat areas, and the third 
*hoice to veterans who served 
in the western hemisphere only. 

The veteran's individual prior- 
ity rating among others in the 
*ame group is based on the date 
he originally applied for quali- 
fication as a small holding 
operator. 

Applications for qualification 
as a smali holding operator may 
be had from the Toronto office 
of the Veterans' Land Act at 
465 Bay St. Information can al- 
so be had from Gordon Down- 
ward, veterans' officer at the

"No salaries are paid 
Aurora commissioners," 
Reeve Arthur D. Evans. 

"Admittedly the members of 
the commission do not do as 
much work as the councillors 
but because we are grossly 
underpaid is no reason that 
those under our jurisdiction 
should face the same handicap,'* 
said Councillor Joseph Vale. 

Newmarket town councillors, 
including reeve and deputy- 
reeve, are paid $5 a meeting up 
to a $125 a year, and the mayor 
is paid $300 a year.

DOLLAR PARITY WON'T 
HURT TOURIST TRADE. 
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SWIMMING POOL 
AS SAFETY MEASURE 



The Newmarket Community Recreation Coun- 
cil is paying an estimated $1,200 this year to pro- 
vide six weeks of swimming instruction for New- 
market grade school .children at Lake Wilcox. 

A swimming pool combining dressing room 
facilities and of a size suitable for Newmarket, 
can be built at present construction costs for 
$15,000. This price was estimated or* a fairly 
elaborate pool and it is reasonable to assume that 
the pool alone, with the minimum of fixtures, 
could be built for an estimated $10,000. - 

It would appeanthat the recreation council is 
wasting public money by spending it on- trips to 
Lake Wilcox. The most each child can expect to 
have is an hour a week of swimming instruction. 
It would perhaps be better to lay that amount 
aside as a start on a building fund for a pool. 

The latter would be a reasonable course except 

for one thing: the children being taught to swim 

can't wait until a pool is built. Less than ten 
percent of the pupils at Newmarket high school 
could swim when polled a few years ago. In a 
province that has so many lakes and streams as 
Ontario, that ' low percentage is the reason 
for the high death toll from drowning each sum- 
mer. 

If one child is saved from drowning because 
of instruction given through the recreation coun- 
cil at Lake Wilcox, $1,200 is little enough to have 
spent. 

Until a swimming pool is built in Newmarket, 

$1,200 is going to have to be spent each summer 

to instruct children to swim, or else death by 

drowning is a risk that must be faced by over 90 

. percent of Newmarket and district children. 

The value of a swimming pool in Newmarket 
as a means of -recreation is obvious. Just as 
obvious but far more pressing is the need of a 
swimming pool for the instruction * of children. 
Here is a community project that demands full 
support and immediate action. 



Although, with most of our readers, we admit 
ignorance of all the wide-spread implications of 

"dollar parity between United States and Canada, 
we cannot see that -the Canadian 'tourist trade is 

.going to suffer as some critics have indicated. It 
is said that the. end of the payment of the extra 
ten cents on the American dollar will .put a 
damper on American spending in Canada. - ' 
Newmarket and Aurora cash in on a fair 
amount of American tourist spending during the 
summer, and to the Lake Simcoe area, American 
tourist money is so much gold ^in "them" thar 
hills." If what the : critjes say is true, the two 
towns and the Lake Simcoe. area are going to 
suffer a loss. Fortunately, the critics miss a 
trick on what the. end of the office of price ad- 
ministration did to American prices. 

A friend of ours, who was -in the United States 
when the O.P..A. came to its end, tells us that 
prices in the United States are sky-high com- 
pared to Canadian prices which are high enough 
at that Rents are going up like a thermometer 
on a hot day. Food costs more, butter has gone 
as high as $1 a pound. Spending in Canada will 
be like spending at a bargain counter for Ameri- 
can tourists, even if their dollar is now worth 

only 100 Canadian cents. 

Take hamburgers for example. In the United 
States, our friend tells us, the hamburgers he had 
during a trip from Detroit to Minnesota cost him 
20 cents each. The price in this district is ten 
cents. The difference in the cost of the tourist's 
favorite snack alone makes up for the loss dollar 
parity may have cost him. 

Dollar parity is not going to mean any loss in 
tourist revenue to Canada, not as long as Cana- 
dian price controls are effective. If the Cana- 
dian price ceilings are lifted, there will be no 
time to worry about the tourist trade. We will 
all be too busy reaching parity between our in- 
comes and the cost of living.

CBC MOVES TO 

TAKE OVER WAVE-LENGTHS 

The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation has 
announced that'll intends to take over the wave- 
lengths of three independent stations, one of 
them, station CFRB in Toronto. The corporation 
says that it will give the three stations new 
wave-lengths. 

If the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation is al- 
lowed to carry out this intention, it will cause a 
serious business loss to the three independent 
stations. In the case of CFRB, that station has 
been broadcasting on its present wave-length 
since 1941. It has spent large sums of money 
making the position of its wave-length on radio 
dials familiar to its audience. If forced to take a 
new wave-length, it must spend further sums re- 
establishing its new position, among its audience. 
At the same time, it will suffer loss of advertis- 
ing revenue because of the loss of its listeners. 

The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation claims 
that the wave-length on which CFRB is broad- 
casting was "loaned" to the station and was sub- 
ject to .change. In answer to this, Mr. Lloyd 
Moore, manager of CFRB, points out that the sta- 
tion received its present wave-length following 
the Havana conference in 1341 when radio 
wave-lengths were distributed among nations, 
and that there is nothing on record to indicate 
that fJFRB's wave-length was "loaned." 

Even if this were not so, the announced 
intention of the Canadian Broadcasting Corpora- 
lion to lake over the wave-lcnglh of a private 
radio station must be questioned as an extremely 
arbitrary action by a government agency, one 
which is further aggravated by the fact that the 
independent station has no non-partisan agency . 
to which it can appeal. 

'» The intimations contained in the announcement 
of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation's im- 
pending action are of utmost importance to Can- 
adian citizens. If the Canadian Broadcasting 
.Corporation is allowed to take over the CFRB 
wave-length, what guarantee have private sta- 
tions that other wave-lengths will not be taken 
over? Permitting such an action opens the way 
to censorship by the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation of independent broadcasting, in 
other words, the censorship of free speech. 

Recent developments in broadcasting have 
shown the way to transcribing written news 
from the broadcasting station to individual radio 
receivers.. If the Canadian Broadcasting Corpor- 
ation is allowed to set the precedent of taking 
over the wave-lengths of the three independent 
stations, it extends its potential censorship over 
free speech to include a free press. 

While not a state monopoly in that it shares the 
broadcasting field with independent stations, the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation has many of 
its advantages. It does not pay taxes, for 
example, and its annual deficit is paid by the 
people of Canada. More important, since It Is a 
government agency, it can become a tool of the 
'political party in power. The Canadian Broad-' 
casting Corporation, as long as it maintains its 
present favored position. Is the potential means 
of control by the political party in power of an 
Important medium of the free expression of 
opinion. 

- It* can be argued that the Canadian Broadcast-, 
ing Corporation fulfils an important function in 
Canadian life by presenting public service broad- 
casts which Independent stations must ignore for 
reasons of profit and loss. In view of the fore- 
going, hov/c-vcr, such services are not worjh the 
present disadvantages oi government control nor 
". -toi? liberties which' it, enables over independent tharTno" 
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(The Canadian Statesman, Bowmanville) 
With each succeeding provincial government 
in the province of Ontario, we creep forward, 
generally in a groping attempt to formulate some 
kind of a modern educational system. Frankly 
we are of the opinion that the present govern- 
ment, headed by Hon. Geo. A. 'Drew, himself 
both premier and minister of education, has gone 
much farther in the sphere of primary education 
than all his predecessors. Drew, quite in accord 
with his pre-election promises in this matter, has 
fulfilled his undertakings. He is a strong man 
at the head of a strong government. His critics 
have nothing to offer in the realm of education. 
They attack from a different angle. 

But what we set out to say in this editorial is 
that we have a long way to go before we arrive 
at the point where the pupils of this province, 
both in public and high school, can step out 
into the world fortified in most respects to meet 
the conditions in this rapidly changing world. So 
far as we see the situation, both in war and 
peace, in this very important sphere, we are 
away behind the times. In our opinion every 
child should know the way about. Parents are 
reluctant to impart acquired knowledge. Teach- 
ers, likewise have no responsibility under their 
curricula. " 

So out in the world go class after class of un- 
informed, v/onder-eyed, emotionally unlnstructed 
young people who see the world as a great ex- 
panse to, be explored. Far loo many fall into 
difficulties and even shame as it is accepted by 
ultra -mora lists'. And it is not their fault. It is 
our fault; we who have clutched to our bosom 
for so many years an outmoded; complacent, 
skeptical system of inhibitions. So wc arc in- 
clined to agree and to promote a new, modern 
idea of education set forth by Edwin C. Guillet 
in his recent submission to the Royal Commis- 
sion of Education. Too few will read v/hat he 
has to say. And it is very unfortunate, for pub- 
lic opinion is the thing that makes for change. 
From grade eight on, everything in human 
experience ought to be told.

(You certainly handled the 
"copy. cat", "tattle tale" incident 
very nicely, Mrs. H.) Johnny 
was complaining because the 
older boys were calling Tommy 
a copy • cat. Johnny said he 
told the kids he would tell his 
mother Tommy was a copy cat- 
then they started to call him, 
Johnny, a tattle tale. Johnny, 
closely followed by Tommy, went 
inside to mother who said she 
.liked copy cats and tattle tales 
because copy cats were smart 
and tattle tales -were truthful. 
Johnny and Tommy were satis- 
fied and went outside to face the 
gang. After that, they smiled 
proudly at. the names copy cat 
and tattle tale which the gang 
consequently. soon stopped using. 

Since early learning is simply 

a matter of imitation, we are 
glad Tommy is smart enough to 
copy his older brother. Tommy 
has a real head start over the 
only child who has to learn 
everything the hard way, alone. 

We hope that Johnny will con- 
tinue to confide- in his mother 
and we have every reason to 
believe he will as long as she 
continues to use such good rea- 
soning in helping him solve his 
problems. 

Nine-year-old Dick and three- 
year-old Billy are brothers who 
enjoy playing together despite 
the difference in their ages. Dick 
has always supplied his full 
share of ideas among playmates 
his own age. However, he can 
supply all the ideas for Billy's 
activities so h$ prefers Billy's 
company to that of his own age 
group. 

Billy is the only pre-school 
child in the block so he plays 
alone in the mornings and sleeps 
in the afternoon during school 
hours. ' Billy is delighted to be 
allowed the privilege of playing 
with older brother, Dick, and 
very willingly does as Dick 
bosses, 

This arrangement, now so sat-., 
isfying to both brothers, isn't 
very healthy when analyzed. 
Each boy should have playmates 
in his own age group. Dick used 
to take his turn as leader in the 
gang; but now, if he can't be 
leader, he seeks Billy's company. 
The gang finds it can get along 
very nicely without Dick, who 
is fast losing his popularity as a 
member of the gang. When the 
brothers are playing together, 
Dick does all the bossing and 
talking and Billy just does as 
directed without using his 'own 
thoughts or speech. Billy's en- 
vironment gives him no incen- 
tive for speech, which is greatly 
retarded as a result. 

The mother is going to do 
something about the situation 
even though it is the most peace* 
ful year she has had with her 
family. Instead of letting Billy 
sleep all afternoon, she intends 
to take him for a walk after he 
has rested an hour. Billy wilt 
meet some children in the next 
block and his personality will do 
the rest. Among playmates his 
own age, Billy will have a real 
need of speech. When Dick 
comes home from school, he 
won't have a Billy, to boss so it's 
reasonable to predict that he 
will make himself congenial 
with his own gang again.

The Ilsley proposals are not in 
any way aimed at discouraging 
co-operativesl They merely try 



to bring a measure of equality to 
the taxation of business. It was 
a difficult problem, but the gen- 
eral feeling here is that onco 
again Mr. IJsley has dealt with a 
difficult situation in an able 
manner. ' 

Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King this week said that. Canada 
intends to retain her price, rent 
and rationing controls regardless 
of the United Spates* action of 
abandoning similar war-imposed 
regulations in that country. 

The finance minister announc- 
ed this week that the depart- 
ment is taking steps to have the 
copper- colored five-cent pieces 
withdrawn from circulation. It 
will take some time to do this 
as the actual withdrawal will 
have to be made by the charter- 
ed banks. It is hoped, however, 
that these coins which are soi Mo ? da y 
easily confused with coppers, 
will be out of circulation in the 
near future.

DOMESTIC HEATING 
(The Tribune, Stouffvlllo) 

Faced with an unprecedented shortage of fuel 
many Canadian authorities who should be taking 
some action have been debating costs and ways 
and means while the nation is on the threshold 
of a shivering Winter. Apart from the current 
coal strikes, it may be said that coal as a means 
of domestic heating will shortly be a thing of the 
past. V/ithin the last ten years oil has replaced 
coal in a large number of homes. But oil is not 
the ultimate answer because the supply is limit- 
ed. What future developments of atomic energy 
may be used to solve the heating problem is not 
at all known. Then there Is electricity. For 
s<ime obscure reason, many authorities keep in- 
sisting that it v/ould be too expensive and al- 
together impractical. True the present supply is 
woefully inadequate but potential electric power 
developments are limitless. 

On the word of a very brilliant engineer, The 
Tirrtes-Cazette of Oshawa is told that even at 
present rates, hydro heating of a well-insulated 
home is possible. And, as the war demonstrated, 
cost is no object In a national emergency. 

A few years before the war, Ontario was said 
to be saddled with more power than it could 
possibly use. That picture changed overnight. If 
the coal situation Is as bad as v/e have been led 
to believe, many folks will turn to the electric 
heater to help out In mild weather. There is 
plenty of evidence that hydro heating is practical 
though possibly expensive. Costjy heat Is better 
heat at alL • •

In the hours between two and 
four in the morning, I know of 
no greater curse, for then one 
can see behind the curtain of 
closed eyes, all the sin and sor- 
row and suffering of the world. 

My imagination never con-, 
cerns itself with the detective 
stories I read as a nightcarj — if 
so, it would be roaming through 
deserted houses, stalking 
stealthy criminals in quite nor- 
mal surroundings, hearing pistol 
shots and blood-curdling 
screams, or rescuing the hero 
and beautiful heroine from the 
machinations of the villain. 

But no, it's of none of these 
things that my imagination 
takes charge, it is of the dread- 
ful suffering, so rife in many 
countries. I saw a picture the 
other day in a magazine that is 
famous for its truthful delinea- 
tion of facts, of a mother and 
child in Jugo Slavia. Hopeless- 
ness and hunger were as plainly 
written pven on the child's face 
as if they had been printed there 
in block letters. It is pitiful to 
see either of those things on any 
face, but in a child's/ and that 
just emerging from babyhood, 
the effect is appalling. 

I often remark on the youth 
and good looks of the mothers 
and babies around us, and on 
the streets of Newmarket and 
Aurora. The mother and baby 
in the picture were equally love- 
ly, but. despair and lack of hope 
had drawn all the lines too deep; 
hollowed 'the cheeks and shad- 
owed the eyes beyond the point 
where health leaves off and 
starvation corves its hideous 
lines. 

It affected me when I saw the 
picture, of course, but when it 
rose up before me in the middle 
of the night, it not only affected 
me, it accused me! And a picture 
gallery of all the youthful delin- 
quents and criminals hung be- 
fore my eyes; and a picture of 
the Jews in Poland, huddled to- 
gether not knowing when the 
next blow would fall. 

I seemed to see the Moham- 
medan's and Hindus and the 
Chinese fighting civil war?, and 
then I seemed to see Canada 
stretching from sea to sea, beau- 
tiful, prosperous — a land of 
plenty — and I wondered, in spite 
of our great shipments of wheat 
and cereals to needy lands, if 
we, as individuals, realize that 
need. 

We, in the country and small- 
er towns, are so shut away from 
great need and great crimes, 
that it is hard for us to realize 
that people can starve or live in 
constant terror.

Some of us read 
a great deal and listen to nil the 
news wc can assimilate, Init 
there arc many who do not 
rend a great deal, rior care for 
news casts, except for weather 
and local items. 

We wrap ourselves in- a sort 
of insulated unawarencss of the 
tragedy of the world, and until 
home and school become more 
world conscious, this unaware- 
ncss will continue, and as long 
as it continues there will not bd 
the unanimous response to 
world need that will obey the 
Bible precept to "feed the 
hungry." 

So in spite of the fact that 
imagination can, especially in 
a child, become a bit trying— as 
when he sees wonderful things 
that never were on land or sea 
and regales his astounded • par- 
ents' ears therewith— it seems to 
rne that only the abtjity to see 
with the inward eye, can save 
us all from selfishness and fit us

So even if we do lie awake 
and our imagination takes us on 
sad journeys, it is better than 
with no such pricks, to let the 
world go by, nor care' for those 
who suffer. We still, as a nation 
and as individuals, have much 
to learn about "inasrrtuch."

There is a way out of this 
kind of living and thinking. If 
yon are a Christian and still 
find yourself stumbling around 
in fear and despair, it is time 
to rise up! and claim the prom- 
ise of your faith. Did not the 
Master say: "I come that you 
might have , life and have it 
more abundantly?" If abundant 
life mean& anything it must 
mean freedom from worry, from 
fear, from every kind of poverty. 
If. our Christian faith lias not 
brought lis this deliverance may 
we reverently ask: "Why hasn't 
it?" Can it be that the New 
Testament has grossly exagger- 
ated the claims of the Christian 
faith? Or is it that we have 
Ignored the claims of our faith 
and left them untried? A little 
homespun verse comes to mind: 

Said the robin to the spar- 
row, . "I should really like to 
know, Why these anxious human 
beings rush about, and worry 
so." Said the sparrow to the 
robin, "Friend. I think that it 
must be, That they have / no 
Heavenly Father such as cares 
for you and me." 

No Heavenly Father! That is 
our real poverty. That is -the 
basis of our real need. No mat- 
ter how j miserable the circum- 
stances into which wt! arc cast, 
it is possible for every one of us 
to hove n quality of life that is 
victorious, joyful and nt peace. 
Such a life .can be brought with-, 
in reach! when we accept the 
fact thatj our security is in God. 

How would you like to have a 
life set free from the haunting 
sense of [failure, a life victorious 
over temptation and released 
from fears, a life with, a new 
mastery [over habits that have 
long ' defeated you? If this 
s<y?ms too ideal, let me remind 
you that this is exactly the kind 
of life Jesus promised to his 
followed. Such a life .can be 
had by 'simply saying "yes" to 
God and | meaning It with all our 
being, \yith our whole heart, 
soul and mind. When we can 
say yes ( to God without holding 
back anything we have found 
the storehouse for every need.

"Milk is 22 cents a quart, and 
the quart is smaller than ours," 
Mr. Lintonf said. "Bread is 17 
cents a loaf, strawberries 59 
cents a quart. Butter was re- 
ported as selling at around $1-25, 
but we didn't see a speck of it 
while we were in the States. 
Meat in the stores, except for 
canned meats, seems practically 
non-existent and the prices re- 
ported as being paid are doubt- 
less true. Fish .is plentiful and 
the prices compare about with 
our own. 

"Restaurant meals run from 
about $1.50 upward, and the 
quality is no better than the 
ordinary meal we Canadians 
pay 50 cents for. The eating 
houses are crowded and so are 
all the hotels, tourist homes and 
cabins. Everybody seems to be 
on a« holiday but we only saw 
three Ontario licenses all the 
time we were in the States." 

Gasoline, tobacco and cigarets 
have not gone up in price, he 
said, and the comparable price 
for gasoline finds the Americans 
enjoving about eight cents a gal- 
lon ' in their favor. Tobacco 
prices are 100 percent in favor 
of the folks across the border. 
Wages are high and look to be 
going higher. He was told a 
service station attendant was 
making as much as $42.50 a 
week, and a railway employee.

Linton said, and everybody was 
on a spending spree. Tires were 
practically non-existent, but 
there seemed a good supply of 
inner tubes oh hand. As yet the 
fact that the Canadian dollar, is 
on a par with United States cur- 
rency doesn't seem to be Shown 
to the average dealer in the 
States, who still expects his 
premium for cashing Canadian 

dollars.

which is located there. He was

"The Hart officials -are en- 
thused about locating in Aurora, 
and the -cleanliness of the town, 
plus all the conveniences and 
location, were important factors 
in their locating here," Mr. Lin- 
ton stated. '.'I met Mr. Elmer, 
who will be the Canadian man- 
ager, and will reside in Aurora, 
and he feels Aurora is an ideal 
town. They are anxious to get 
the work started, and the plans 
they "have in mind should give 
Aurora another leading indus- 
try.

It may be possible to secure 
rubber heels elsewhere, al- 
though the rubber industry is 
badly affected, but the Scamper 
*o!es are under contract from 
Goodyear and cannot be secured 
elsewhere, it is stated. 

Owing to war production in 
other years and the general dif- 
ficulty in obtaining rubber, it is 
pointed out that no large surplus 
stocks of solos or heels have 
been created as in pre-war years 
and the present supply will be 
exhausted tnis month.- Even if 
the rubber workers go back to 
work immediately it will take 
some weeks to create the neces- 
sary supply. The longer they 
remain out on strike the more 
aggravated the situation will be- 
come. 

There are about 25 employees 
in the Scamper department at 
the Sisman plant who, it is pre- 
sumed, would be affected this 
month oy the rubber shortage, 
with possibly some from other 
departments. The company has 
adequate orders on hand and is 
making every effort to solve the 
problem.
